Emily Tintes Schiwal with NDDoH reported this incident to Montana-Dakota at 10:36 AM as noted
above, while inspecting BSC electrical equipment. The leaking transformer was identified as Montana-
Dakota's. Montana-Dakota dispatched a crew which found small leak on back right hand side of
bottom seal.

Potential Env. Impacts:

Expected to be minimal due to small amount of oil spilled.
Action Taken/Planned:

Spill was less than one gallon. Soil and grass were excavated with a one foot buffer from visual
contamination. Transformer and pad were removed. The clean-up was completed by 14:30 on June 9.

Wastes Disposal Location:
Contaminated materials were taken back to PCB building in Bismarck. Pending the results of the PCB
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test, materials will either be sent to Solomon Corporation in Solomon, KS, or US Ecology in Grand
View, ID.
